habits? If our Judges could have it under- 
stood among the “revolvers” that the sixth 
or. tenth offense of this nature would be 
dealt with according to the utmost severity 
of the law, the warning might havea whole- 
some effect. But better than this would be 


to the Irish prison system, whereby the 
elements of hope and reward could be 
mingled with the harsh features of punish- 
ment, and a “revolver” could be put on 
a course’ of probation. Such .a sys- 
tem, which has. been. so wonderfully suc- 
cessful with more hardened . crimizials in 
Dublin; might ultimately break up the hab- 
its of those wretched creatures who now 
spend a good portion of their lives in prison, 
with no. benefit to society and great mic- 
chief to themselves. 


The Moral and Secial Uees of Free- 
; masonry. : 

The demonstration which has been made 
in this City during the past week,by a-great 
secret brotherhood, suggests various reflec- 
tions.

Mrs. Exzza W. Farnuam wrote & book 
some time ago, the main purpese of which 
‘was to prove the superiority of woman over 
man. The book in question, Woman and Her 
Era, contains not a little wisdom and sub- 
tlety of thought, which many have willingly 
overlooked. because of their prejudice 
against ite chief thesis. And yet that thesis 
iteelf includes enough truth to make it 
‘worthy of serious reflection. In certain re- 
spects woman és superior to man. She is 
superior, broadly speaking, in the same sense 
that an aristocracy is superior. That is to 
say, she is finer. softer, keener in perception, 
more delicate in sense, more scrupulous in 
almost every way than man. ‘The rough at- 
tritions and hard practical work of life do 
not blunt and harden her as they do him, 
since she is not exposed to them. Of course, 
there ste exceptions; but we speak of 
the sex in its average condition. We 
often hear of the virtues of an hered-

ORIGIN OF MASONRY IN ENGLAND ANP SCOTLAND, 
To start with the Masonic institution as it was 
founded in Engiand, it will be necessary to state 
briefly that ft nad its origin in a society of men 
banded together for the genera! good, who adopt- 
ed leertain mysteries in order to preserve the 
secret charseter of their sotety. These mys- 
teries were made use of by the Jesuits, who or- 
ganized a secret society, and’ called it Masonic, 
under the Rose Crusiana, or Rose Croix Masons, 
amtending it for the advancement of the STUART 
family, whe were Catholics. This was about the 
year 1710 to 1715, and may be accepted asthe date 
of the advanced degrees of Masonry. The léad- 
tng spirit in this organization was Ohevalier 





sonry in Scotiand prior to the date of its estab- 
tishment in Engtand, and it is presumed that the 
York Rite was navgurated about 1710, and that 
the ‘Scottish Rite was of more ancient origin. 
As early as 1406 Masonry was recognized 1n Scot- 
land by James I. The records of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland claim that the ancieat or 
mother Lodge of Killairy was instituted ae early 
as 926, and the Ledge of Edinburgh mm 1518. On 
the other hand records of the Grand Lodge of 
Britain are brought forward to prove that St. 
Alban formed the firstGrand Lodge in 287,’ and 
that King ATHELSTAN gratited a charter to Free- 
marons in 926, in which year Prince Epwrk
